comnamement + Now being chiete Maiſter of the — 
appointed out the trees which were very ſpeciall gad timber: 
in ſmall time we had finiſhed our frame, which liked the King 
very well. By this means J had moze liberty then befoze,and 
was very well intreated, yet A was greatly grerurd in minde, 
that J could not pꝛocure any meanes fo2 mp liberty, although 
at that time J wanted few neceſſaries: pet was Jvailpdeuſs 
ſing how J might eſcape away, fo2 thzee ſpeciall cauſes: one 
was, foʒ the ſpeciall care I hadofmy ſaluation, becauſe (as pou 
haue heard) there wert many temptations laide befozeme, to 
dꝛawe mefrom a Chꝛiſtian to be an abhominable idolatour.

ters. I walking ab2oao with mp kreper, who not ſuſpeumg 
me, was not \2 attentiue as befoze he had bene, Wo ſame an 
dur frame was finiſhed, J toke opps2ztunitie, and ſhewing 
themapairesf helles, toke mp way over the Pountames, 
intending to go fo2 Argire. But pꝛeſentiy there was great 
ſloꝛe ot men, both on boꝛltback and ore lte. who being moze 
perfect in the way then T was, quickly onertokeme, i caried 
me back to Cookooe, J was pꝛeſently bzougyt befoze 
the King, who aſkedme why J ran away: J told hum to haue 
lebertie.

Now in this time many artificers, as Smithes, Jopners,

They caried me out to the Pꝛuntalnes, and ſhewedme

When Ycame there, A would taueganetathe ng ſe \ bi 
but he led me violently to mp olde Paiſter;where reſted me 
a day and a night, my maiſter not being verp earneſt, fo2 be- 
cauſe in this time that J was abſent all the Engliſh captiues 
were redemed and ſent home. Wherecfoze J went tothe 74 
Engliſh connſell, hoping to be pzeſcntly deliuered, who gaue 
— good w32ds, but did not ſhew me that faudur which he 
p ed. 

I could make ſome diſcourſe of his vnkinde dealing with - 
me and other of our countreymen, which J will leaue till moc 
fit occaſion; fo2 vnderſtand that whiles J was with him, 
there came a mellenger from my olde-maiter, with whome 
J was befoꝛe A went to Genua, who would haue caried me 
away by ſoꝛte, but J would not goe, requeſting the counſell 
to take oꝛder ſoꝛ my deliuerie: but he perſwaded me to goe

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by the kings officers , and put in chaines in the Rings pꝛiſon 

, Mong other captives: ard at the nextſetting out of the Gal 
nes I was put to np olde occupztten, where J remained a 
Gallep dane foz the Andi and 2 alter. 
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In which time J was eight vopages at ſea, and at ſuch 
time as the Galleps lay in harbour, I was impꝛiſened with 
the reſt of the captiues , where our oꝛdinarie fo e E as bꝛead 
and water, and at ſome ſewe times, as once oz twile tte 
werke a ſmall quantitie of ſodden wheat. 

To conclude, J paſied my time in ſickneſſe and exfreame 
llaucrie. vn ili by the helpe ef an honeft Parchant of this citie 
of London, and hauing a very fitte eppoꝛtunitie by mcanes 
of ccrtaine eur Engliſh ſhips were ready to ſet ſaife beund 
homeward, vpon Chu mas tuen being the 23 cf Decems 
ber 1592, I came abeurd the Cherubm ef London: who 
weigbing enckez, and hauing a happy gale, erriued in Eng⸗ 
land towerd the cnd of Febꝛuarie ſollowing.
